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DETAILED ACTION 

The following is a first action on the merits of application serial no. 10/686,581 
filed on October 17, 2003. 

Priority 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 
The information disclosure statement filed on October 17, 2003, June 17 and 
August 21 , 2004 have been acknowledged. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 8 is objected to because of the following informalities: the dependency 
should be changed from claim 1 to claim 6. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) or (102(a) wherein applicant cannot 
rely upon the foreign priority papers to overcome this rejection because a translation of 
said papers has not been made of record in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .55. See MPEP 
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§ 201.15.) as being anticipated by Oshidari et al ('847). Oshidari et al discloses a 
drivetrain for a hybrid vehicle with a housing (via HM) having a common axis and 
adapted to be positioned beside an engine (Eg), a differential (P1, P2) speed change 
unit installed in the housing at a position near the engine coaxial to the common axis, a 
two rotor motor generator (MGO, MG1) installed in the housing at a position away from 
the engine and coaxial with the common axis and having inner (Rmo) and outer (Rmi) 
rotors with wiring, an inner rotor shaft (Jmi) connected with the inner rotor, coaxial to the 
common axis and extending to the change speed unit, an outer rotor shaft (Jmo) 
connected with the outer rotor, coaxial with the common axis and extending to the 
change speed unit and the housing having a split section dividable between the change 
speed unit and motor generator unit (between Ct and Hm). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Nakano (784) in view of Oshidari et al. Nakano discloses a hybrid transmission with a 
housing (7, 8, 50) having a common axis and adapted to be positioned beside an 
engine, a differential (3) speed change unit installed in the housing at a position near 
the engine coaxial to the common axis, a two rotor motor generator (1) installed in the 
housing at a position away from the engine and coaxial with the common axis and 
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having inner (10) and outer (30) rotors with wiring (116), an inner rotor shaft (11) 
connected with the inner rotor, coaxial to the common axis and extending to the change 
speed unit, the housing having a split section (to left of 50) dividable between the 
change speed unit and motor generator unit, cooling passages for the housing 
(although used for air, these passages could be used for water also) and an outer rotor 
shaft (30a) connected with the outer rotor, but not coaxial with the common axis and 
extending to the change speed unit. 

Oshidari et al discloses an outer rotor shaft (Jmo) connected with the outer rotor, 
coaxial with the common axis and extending to the change speed unit. 

It would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify the outer rotor shaft of Nakano to extend to the change 
speed unit in view of Oshidari et al to reduce the outer diameter of the motor generator 
housing. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 9 and 10 are allowed. Claims 2-7 are objected to as being dependent 

upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form 

including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
